A FINE MOVEMENT 


Federal Bureau to Conserv e the Wel­ 
fare cf Children. 
W ashingto n, Feb. 15.—The senate 
has passed the bill creating a bureau 
to be k nown as the children’s bureau, 
under the departm ent of com m erce 
and labor. 
S enato r Flint of Califor­ 
nia is the autho r of the m easure. 
The bureau is to be under the direc­ 
tion of a chief whose salary is to be 
$4,000 a year, and is directed to “in­ 
v estigate and repo rt on all m atters 
pertaining to the w elfare of children 
and child life and shall especially in­ 
v estigate the questio n of infant m o r­ 
tality, the birth rate, physical degen­ 
eracy, o rphanage, juv enile delinquency 
and juv enile co urts, desertio n, danger­ 
ous occupatio ns, and accidents and dis­ 
eases of children; em ploym ent, legis­ 
latio n affecting children in the sev ­ 
eral states and territo ries, and such 
o ther facts as hav e a bearing on the 
health, efficiency, character and train­ 
ing of children.” 
O ther officers of the bureau autho r­ 
ized are an assistant chief at $2,500; 
a priv ate secretary to the chief at $1,- 
500; a statistical expert at $2,000, and 
a full co m plem ent of clerk s and spe­ 
c ia l agents.

Plows, harv esters, thrashing machines and drills are to be reduced by 
Canada to the United States rates. Canada is to reduce coal to 45 cents a ton. 
The United States is to reduce iron ore to 10 cents a ton and to lower the rate 
on dressed lumber. Motor v ehicles, cutlery, clock s and watches, leather goods, 
printing Ink and miscellaneous articles to be cov ered by m utually reduced rates. 
On the Free List —Cattle, which now pay from $2 each to 27H per cent ad 
v alorem; hogs and sheep, which now pay $1.50 each; poultry, which now pay 
5 cents a pound dead and 3 cents a pound liv e; fish of all k inds, from codfish, 
which pays one-fourth of a cent a pound, to salmon, which pays 30 per cent 
ad v alorem; wheat, which now pays 25 cents a bushel; oats, barley and buck ­ 
wheat, which now pay from 15 to 45 cents a bushel: onions and potatoes, dried 
fruits, cheese, fresh milK and eggs, which now pay from 25 cents a bushel on 
potatoes to 5 cents a dozen on eggs.

Rush County Farmers Are 
Making 


That Pactice More General 


Than Ever Before. 


MUCH 
LABOR 
IS 
ATTACH ED 


Is Insignificant Compared With Dan- 


gen of Planting Impotent Seed 


— Weather is Cause. 


While spring is still some d istance 
in the fu tu re p rep arations 
for its 
coming are u nd er way , 
and in .the 
cou ntry especially far sighted men 
are bu sy with d iv ers d u ties, all of 
which point to the coming back of the 
su n. 
One of the lines of work that is oc- 
cu py ing the mind s and hand s of many 
Ru sh cou ntiy farmers ju st now to a 
greater d egree, perhaps, than before 
is that of testing seed corn. It will 
be remembered that last au tu mn mu ch 
of the corn crop nev er d ried 
ou t 
thorou ghly as it shou ld , bu t was gath­ 
ered into cribs or pens while it was 
still d amp and soft. 
The weather was responsible for 
this. Du ring the winter the grain, of 
cou rse, d id not d ry to any great ex ­ 
tent, and mu ch of it is still d amp, 
mu ch as it was when 'the cribs and 
pens receiv ed it. 
Carefu l ex amina­ 
tion has confirmed the fears of many 
carefu l farmers that good seed corn 
wou ld be hard to find this spring, and 
therefore, in ev ery art of the cou nty , 
testing bed s hav e been improv ised . 
The bed s are simply box es, filled 
with fertile earth. In them k ernr Is of 
corn, tak en from cars which, if po­ 
tent, wou ld be d esirable for seed , are 
planted , and while the box is k ept ar­ 
tificially warm the resu lts are watch­ 
ed with interest. 
In too maniy in­ 
stances they hav e shown that corn 
which look ed potent and safe at a 
glance was q u ite impotent. 
The process of testing natu rally 
entails consid erable trou ble, bu t when 
stand s as the only wr to mak e the 
p lanter ev en fairly su re of the sou nd ­ 
ness of the seed he is going to plant 
the trou ble sink s into insignificance. 
Farmers in the riv er v alley 
find 
their corn in better shape in general, 
than those on the u pland . The natu re 
of the soil is su pposed to achou nt for 
this.

ican opera singer, and how, before ap­ 
prehended by members of the revolu­ 
tionary party in this coast town, he 
« hot himself through the head rather 
than give up the lunds, and, as fol­ 
lows, the Senorita Gordon.

relate, further, that Dona Julia, her ad­

—Is no more Dona Julia Gordon than I, 
myself, am. 
Figuraselo!”

Thi3 rem arkable screed conveyed 
the information to Mackenzie that the 
president had decamped for the coast 
with the public money, accompanied 
by the opera singer, Julia Gordon, his 
infatuation for whom was the gossip 
of the republic. 
Mackenzie pocketed his 
message 
and went to talk it over with his friend 
and co-conspirator, Dr. Zavalla, a na­ 
tive politician of much Ingenuity. Mac­ 
kenzie had taken up political intrigue 
as a m atter of business. 
His support 
was considered so far useful to the 
revolutionary party that, if the wheel 
revolved, he stood to win a 
20-year 
concession of 30,000 manzanas of the 
finest tim ber land along the coast. 
By reference to the "jack 
rabbit 
line" in Bob’s message, it was under­ 
stood that the head of the government, 
the swag and Julia had taken the 
mule-back route to the coast. 
Indeed, 
no other route was there.

fountain was set up in the recreation 
ground. 
Medical students objected to 
the dog and made several efforts to 
remove it. 
Thereupon special police 
W’ere assigned to guard the effigy. 
When the new borough council took 
office it sought permission to removt 
the objectionable inscription, but the 
donor of the fountain would not con­ 
sent. 
The mayor made inq uiry as to 
the cost of maintaining police guard 
over the fountain and found that the 
yearly cost was $3,500. 
This was too 
much for Battersea, so on the mayor’s 
own motion tlie council adopted an 
order for the removal of the memorial. 
This was carried into effect at night. 
The next day the medical students had 
a celebration on the site. 
At the February term of court an 
action brought against the Battersea 
council to compel it to restore the 
fountain to its original position will be 
on the calendar. The fountain and the 
dog are now hidden in a cellar. 
Battersea is part of Greater London.

The Swedish state railways have 
three classes of fares, the proportion 
in price being about as 5:3:2. 
Hereto­ 
fore only the first and second class 
passengers have had access to special 
sleepers, aiso run by the state railway, 
but now sleepers have been also put 
in for third class passengers. As third 
class cars formerly wefe supplied with 
only wooden seats, these new cars will 
be welcomed by third class travelers 
by night*^ 
The new cars are comfortably eq uip­ 
ped. 
The seats are upholstered, and 
the compartments make much the 
same impression as an ordinary first 
or second class sleeper. They are bril­ 
liantly lighted. 
The length of the car, which rests 
on two four wheel trucks, is 59 feet 
G Inches, and the width Is 10 fee t The 
cars are divided into eight compart­ 
ments, each with two seats and giving 
room for six berths. 
The aisle from 
which one enters the compartments 
runs alongside the car’s side and is 
about three feet wide. The berths are 
6Va by 2 feet, and there is a special 
cover put over the upholstering, no 
sheets being furnished. A pillow, with 
a clean pillowcase, and a blanket are 
supplied. 
The prices for these sleepers are 
very low. The fare from Stockholm to 
Gothenburg, 2S3 miles, covered in ten 
hours, is $3 third class, and the sleep­ 
er ticket costs G7 cents. 
The charge 
for sleeping privileges Is uniform and 
independent of distance.

W ashington, Feb. 15.—By a vote of 
221 to 9 2, the McCall bill, embodying 
the adm inistration’s reciprocity agree­ 
m ent with Canada, was passed by the 
house of representatives last night.

Democrats 
and

Republicans voted against the bill. It 
now goes to the senate, where chances 
for its passage are becoming brighter. 
President Taft received the news of 
the big vote in the house with great 
satisfaction. 
If it had not been for a gag rule 
hurriedly reported late in the after­ 
noon by Representative BoutePe of 
Illinois from the committee on rules 
after they had held a hasty meeting, 
there would have been a session on the 
reciprocity bill last night with little 
prospect of a vote before tomorrow. 
But the gag did the trick. The Demo­ 
crats, who in the past have awrakened 
the echoes of the chamber with their 
denunciation of sim ilar propositions 
designed to make them swallow ob­ 
noxious doses in a single gulp, receiv­ 
ed this one wuth joy. 
They were un­ 
daunted by criticism and undisturbc I 
by sneers. 
Representative Dalzell of Pennsyl­ 
vania, smashed flat by the steam rol­ 
ler of which he was formerly the ar­ 
bitrary and efficient engineer, uttered 
but a brief and feeble protest.

Indianap olis, Feb. 15. — Interested 
in a bill now before the house commit­ 
tee on insurance introduced by Rep re­ 
sentative Voris are more than 200,000 
men of Indiana.

be subjected to examination by the 
state insurance commissioner and to 
charg e sufficient rates to care for their 
losses and p rovide a reserve fund. 
The bill is being p ublicly p raised by 
the officers of the various fraternal in­ 
surance societies of Indiana as a g ood 
bill, while “on the quiet” they are 1 
stirring up op p osition to It because the j 
condition of their comp anies, it is de­ 
clared, wrould not p erm it of examina­ 
tion. 


Te rrific Cra s h Ine v ita ble . 
In Indiana alone there are more j 
than 200,000 p olicy holders in fraternal j 
orders, and they carry $350,000,000 in- 
surance. 
Insurance exp erts and com­ 
missioners say the fraternals have not j 
one-third enoug h money in reserve to \ 
meet the claims and that within five j 
y ears there is sure to be a terrific 
crash in fraternal insurance circles un- i 
less these societies raise their rates 
and p rovide reserve funds. 
One larg e fraternal insurance com­ 
p any doing an enormous business in 
Indiana has one and a half billion of 
insurance w ritten and not more than 
$500,000 reserve. 
It is said to be certain that men who 
have p aid money into these comp anies 
for y ears will suffer a loss of two- 
thirds to three-fourths of their p olicies 
within the next six y ears unless p res­ 
ent conditions are radically modified. * 
The only fraternal society which will 
p erm it the insurance actuary of the 
state auditor’s office 
to insp ect its 
financial condition, reserve funds and 
assets, is the insurance dep artm ent of 
the Knig hts of Py thias. 


Fra te rna l Ins ura nc e Mus t Re form. 
Incidentally Jam es P. Goodrich, a t-! 
torney for the insurance dep artm ent \ 
of the Knig hts of Py thias, was the! 
only one rep resenting the fraternal in-1 
surance comp anies of Indiana who ap -' 
p eared before the insurance commit- j 
tee and advocated the p assag e of th e ! 
bill. 
Mr. Goodrich frankly told the 
committee that leg islation p rovided in ! 
the bill is necessary in Indiana to p re- \ 
vent the collap se of every fraternal 
society doing an insurance business. 
The bill which Mr. Goodrich advo­ 
cated and which Rep resentative Voris 
introduced is a uhiform bill which has 
been p resented to the leg islatures of 
eig hteen other states. It was adop ted 
at the national convention of insur­ 
ance commissioners and officers of 
fraternal insurance societies held at 
Mobile, Ala., last fall, after a long con­ 
ference. 


Millions a t Sta k e . 
The ag itation started in New York 
state, where, since the investig ation 
of the old line comp anies, the insur­ 
ance laws are very strict. 
It was 
there learned that the finances and re­ 
sources of several of the fraternal com­ 
p anies wrere in a bad way , so bad, in 
fact, that within a short time a crash 
is inevitable that will cause the loss 
of millions to the holders of fraternal 
p olicies. 
By corresp ondence and in­ 
vestig ation it was found the condition 
wras g eneral, and so the Mobile con­ 
vention of insurance commissioners of 
the various states wTas called, at which 
the officers of the various fraternal so­ 
cieties were p resent. 
Admissions were there made of the 
condition of the fraternal societies and 
a bill was drafted for p resentation to 
the leg islatures of all the states. 
At 
th at time the officers of the fraternal 
societies ag reed to help g et the bill 
enacted and under its p rovisions raise 
their rates and establish adequate re­ 
serve funds. 
That New Cons titution. 
Believing a new state constitution 
should be framed by a body of men 
elected for that sp ecific p urp ose, in­ 
stead of vesting such p owrer in the 
members of the g eneral assembly . Sen­ 
ator Wood, Rep ublican leader in the 
up p er hou§ e, y esterday introduced a 
bill calling for the election of deleg ates 
to a constitutional convention to be­ 
g in on the first Monday of next Octo­ 
ber in Indianap olis. 
Rep ublican lead­ 
ers in both house of the leg islature 
take sharp issue with Governor Mar- 
shalhand the Democratic members on 
the p lan ap p roved at a caucus of the 
majority members Monday nig ht for 
the adop tion of a new constitution. 
The sp ecial committee ap p ointed by 
the Democratic caucus, consisting of 
Sp eaker Veneman, Senator Stotsen- 
burg and Rep resentative Seidensticker 
to draft a bill containing the p rop osed 
new constitution, finished its work and 
will introduce the bill In a few day s. 
The bill will p rovide for subm itting the 
constitution for adoption or rejection 
by the people at the geenral election 
of 19 12.
